Recruiting Party Will Be Mothers 
In Raymond May 25 


Day Program 

At Second Ward 


Sixty Alberta cities and towns 
will ring with the sound of 
marching feet and clatter of 
machines of war as Alberta’s 
drive to raise 2,600 men fo T the 
Canadian (Active) Army gets 
under way next week. The re- 
cruiting party will spend the 
morning and afternoon. May 
25, in Cardston. 

Details of the Alberta cam¬ 
paign were approved Thurs¬ 
day afternoon by Brig. F.M.W 
Harvey, V.C., officer command 
ing Military District No. 13 and 
Mayor Howard Gainer, M.C., 
district recruiting officer, re¬ 
leased details. 

In the Alberta towns an 
army convoy of 10 vehicles and 
84 off Fere & men will give dem¬ 
onstrations of army life. 

Infantry-men will march in 
the streets, t 0 the music of a 
military band. A Bren gun car¬ 
rier will be rolled off a truck 
and will go into “action". Local 
units, squadrons or sections ot 
the reserve army will parade in 
uniform at the same time. 

An army field kitchen will 
be set up and tents for men 
will be pitched close bv. In the 
evening roldiers will sit around 
and sino- while the bandsmen 
will play their instruments. 

The whole thing is arranged 
for the intensive national re¬ 
cruiting campaign which will en 
list 32,000 men within the next 
two months. 

Along with the mobile dis¬ 
play party will be a recruiting 


monton. 

During the recruiting cam¬ 
paign officers commanding all 
reserve army units in the prov¬ 
ince will be made deputy recruit 
ing officers with the power to 
appoint civilian doctors to form 
a medical lioard. The idea is to 
faciliate recruiting ns much as 
possible. Now men. will be able 
to go to officers in their own 
towns, men whom they know 
and join up, instead of having 
to go to Calgary or Edmonton. 

Men needed for the campaign 
include (all figures approxim¬ 
ate) Armoured Corps 400; art¬ 
illery, 825; coast defences, 100 
engineers, 450; Royal Canadian 
Corps Signals 75; infantry, 
mere than 200; R.C.A.M.C., 50 
R.C. Ordnance Corps, more than 
200; R.C.A.S.C., 200 Dental 

Corps, 100 Provost Corps, 20.

Th y include- Clerks, cooks, 
driver-mechanics, fitters, turn¬ 
ers, motor mechanics, storemen 
surveyors blacksmiths, brick¬ 
layers, carpenters, computers
